AFTER-HOURS LANGUAGE TRAINING PROGRAM (BAHLT) 


Beginning 14 September 1970, the Language 
School/OTR again will offer language training after 
hours, in French, German, Russian and Spanish. Begin- 
ning classes will be offered in all four languages. 
Second-year classes will be offered in those lan- 
guages where there are sufficient eligible applicants. 
Classes will meet Monday, Wednesday and Thursday af- 
ternoons from 1600 to 1800 hours at the Headquarters 
Building (or other places to be designated.) As last 
year, the courses will be offered on a two-semester 
(18 weeks per semester) basis. Emphasis will be 
placed upon oral skills, but a certain amount of in- 
struction in reading skill will be given. 

The program is open to personnel from all direc- 
torates, subject to the approval of their supervisor, 
and to limitations of class size and number. For 
the second-year courses, candidates may apply who 
have a tested 1 (Slight) or 1+ (Slight plus) profi- 
ciency in speaking or who have satisfactorily complet- 
ed two semesters of the basic course. Those with 2 
(Elementary) or higher proficiency are overqualified 
for the fall semester but may be considered for the 
spring semester. Candidates who are unable to attend 
at least eighty percent of the scheduled class hours 
should not apply. Students will participate with the 
understanding that their performance in the training 
will be evaluated and made a part of their permanent 
training record.
